Macon, Ga., January 19.—A new turn 
was taken in the investigation of the 
charges against Judge Emory Speer, of 
official misconduct of the United States 
court, southern district of Georgia, this 
afternoon, when members of the sub- 
commitee of the house committee on 
judiciary, which is conducting the in- 
quiry, questioned witnesses regarding 
the mental condition of the jurist. 

John R. L. Smith, a leading member 
of the Macon bar, declared that Judge 
Speer’s mental faculties were, in his 
epinion, “bad, impaired, variant.” 

Previous to this he had testified that 
4 one time he had believed Judge 
Sere perception to be the “quickest, 
strongest and clearest of any man I 
have ever had to deal with.” 

“Does he, still possess more than 
ordinary ability?” was asked. 

.“No,” was the reply. 

Mr. Smith further testified that, in 
the prosecution of a criminal case, Dis- 
trict Attorney Alexander Akerman 
had been almost “run out of court” by 
Judge Speer, who, he stated, sneered 
at him and sought to belitle him in the 
eyes of the jury. 

He declared that conditions in Judge 
Speer’s court were unsatisfactory, and 
that the court does not possess the con- 
fidence of the people. He declared this 
to be “because Judge Speer’s course is 
high-handed, domineering, dictatorial, 
somewhat untrammeled by law, char- 
acterized in a measure by favoritism to 
a few, and a corresponding strong an- 


tipathy to another clique, which, like’ 


the constant @ripping of water on 
stone, has worn out the patience of the 


people.” 
. fllegal Fines Imposed. 


Another development of the after- 
noon session was the introduction of 
two witneses to show that Judge 
Speer had imposed fines -without juris- 
of law. Kerney Wright, as- 
sistant janitor at the Macon federal 
building, and Emma Powers; assistant 
janitress, admitted that they had been 
ordered to pay $1 each for failure to 
properly perform their duties. Emma 
Powers stated that the money was col- 
lected from her by a deputy marshal, 
and was returned to her. 

When questioned by the committee 
the two negroes denied having been 
fined $10 each for dereliction of duty, 
but Emma Powers admitted the fact 
when the order of the court was read 
to her by Chairman Webb. 

“Were vou fined $1 for failing to 
clean a spittoon?’ Wright was asked. 

“Yes, sir,’’ he admitted. 

“Did you pay it?’ 

aT er.” 

“Why ?” 

“Tl didn’t have the money.” 

Speer and Counsel Smiled. 

Judge Speer and counsel smiled 
broadly atthe testimony of the wit- 
nesses, apparsntly treating the affair 
ag a joke. Members of the committee 
also appeared to be amused. 

Cecil Morgan, deputy clerk of the 
United States court of the southern dis- 
trict of Georgia, and a brother-in-law 
of Judge Speer, was introduced to 
prove the time at which the mandate 
of the supreme court of the United 
States had been issued in the appealed 
habeas corpus case of Henry Jemison, 
and the time at which it had been 
made a judgment of the lower court. 
He testified that the mandate was is- 
sued on November 24, 1905, and was 
filed as a record of the lower court on 
June 8, 1906. On cross-examination 
the witness could not state whether 
the present courtroom was at that time 
in process of construction, and the 
meeting of the court temporarily in- 
terrupted.

R. Colton Lewis, special examiner 
for the department of justice, who has 
taken more than one hundred deposi- 
tions in the case, is present at the 
hearing. 

Chairman Webb announced the ap- 
pointment of Nathan B. Williams as 
sergeant-at-arms. 

The Morning Session. 

Custis Nottingham, former city re 
corder of Macon, was the first witness 
called this morning. 

Mr. Nottingham testified that in his 
official capacity as city recorder he 
had. in 1904, sentenced Henry Jemison, 
said to be an employee of Judge Speer, 
_to the county chaingang for violation 
of a city ordinance. On the Same day, 
he testified, an additional sentence had 
been imposed on Jemison for using ob- 
scene language. The two sentence} 
aggregated an imprisonment of seven 
months. He stated t habeas ‘corpus 
proceedings were brought in Judge

Robert Higgins Says He 
Committed Crime at Insti- 
gation of Girl, Who Was 
Infatuated With Him. 


Galesburg, Ill., January 19.—Robert 
Higgins confessed today that he mur- 
dered his wife at New Henderson, IIL, 
January 5, so he would free to mar- 
ry his step-daughter, Julia. Flake, 15 
years old. 

He was arrested after the girl told 
State’s Attorney John L. Wilson, of 
Mercer county, of her infatuation for 
Higgins and that she importuned him 
to dispose of her mother who, she sald, 
was the only obstacle between her and 
happiness. 

Girl Told of Murder Scheme. 

The prosecutor hesitated to believe 
the girl’s story of the pact she entered 
into With her step-father, but she told 
how they had schemed to devise a plan 
which would make Mrs. Higgins’ death 
appear accidental? She said she was 
in the next room when Higgins fired 
the shotgun which brought instant 
death to her mother. She told how 
Higgins raved and struggled with 
neighbors for possession of the gun, 
saving he would end his own life. Then 
when the excitement subsided some- 
what, she said, they explained that 
Higgins had been cleaning the gun and 
it was discharged accidentally. 

Their story was so convincing the 
coroner's jury returned a verdict of 
accidental death. Later C. W. Earnest, 
a maternal uncle of the girl, took two 
letters written by Julia Flake, one to 
himself and one to his daughter, to 
State’s Attorney Wilson. 

Offered to Pay for Murder. 

In these letters the girl offered part 
of a legacy of $7,000 she is to receive 
when she becomes of age, provided they 
would help her to kill her mother. Mr. 
Wilson thought the letters were written 
in a fit of anger, but he investigated. 
He called in State’s Attorney A. J. 
Boutelle, of Knox county, and Sunday 
they went to see Julia, who was at the 
home of another uncle, A. J. Ernest. at 
Hermon. They were astounded by her 
story. 

Higgins, who is 26 years of age, and 
several years the junior of the woman 
he killed, was found today at New 
Henderson. He broke down after sey- 
eral hours’ questioning. 

“IT can’t stand it any longer,” 
moaned. “Tll tell everything.” 

Higgins signed a typewritten confes- 
sion. He gave what he said were all 
the details of the murder plot and as- 
serted his infatuation for his step- 
daughter was the cause of it all. He 
said Mrs. Higgins became suspicious of 
his relations with her. daughter and 
they planned to get rid of her. 

The girl became hysterical on learn- 
ing of Higgins’ confession.

HeShot at Robber 


H. H. Finch Contributes to 
Highwayman, Then Loses 
Pistol, and Is Given Bed in 
Police Station.

When H. H. Finch, a pressman, aged 
26 years, fired upon a hold-up man who 


had robbed him of $40 in the center of 
the downtown district early last night, 
the highwayman escaped and his vic- 
tim owas arrested and sent to police 
headquarters for carrying concealed 
weapons and-discharging firearms in 
the city limits. 

Finch, who lives at 148 
avenue, was walking down Edgewood 
in the direction of Ivy street. Midway 
of the block, a man jumped from a 
stairway. 

Thrusting a pistol in Finch’'s face the 
highwayman, who wore his coat collar 
upturned and a cap well down over the 
forehead, demanded that Finch throw 
up his hands. As Finch reached to his 
hip for a revolver which he says he has 
carried only since the present wave of 
crime, the hold-up man shot his fist 
to his victim’s jaw and thrust his hand 
into his Inside coat pocket. 

The highwayman got Finch’s leather 
wallet containing.$40 in cash, he says, 
and some valuable papers. As the robber 
wheeled and darted down EKdgewood 
avenue, Finch pulled his’ pistol and 
fired twice. Neither shot took effect. 

Policemen Collins and W. R. Jones 
were patrolling their beat further up 
the street. Hearing the shots, they 
ran to the sceen. Finch admitted the 
shooting and suggested that an effort 
be made to run down the highwayman. 

The policemen, however, relieved 
him of his pistol and cartridges and 
sent Finch to prison under charge of 
carrying concealed weapons and dis- 
charging firearms within the city 
limits. He was held under bond of 
$100. He will be arraigned before 
Recorder Broyles this afternoon. 

This is the second daring hold-up 
that has occurred within a little more 
than twenty-four hours near the spot 
where Finch was arrested. Sam Davis, 
a Greek, was badly beaten and robbed 
by a man whom he identified in court 
Monday afternoon as Ezra Brown, a 
white telegraph lineman.

Delaware and Hudson Road 
Agrees to Réinstate Two 
Discharged n, and 5,000 
Strikers Resume Work. 


Albany, N. Y., January 19.—The 
strike on the Delaware and Hudson 
railway was settled tonight. Company 
officials met the union's demands that 
they restore two discharged employees, 
Engineer James A. Lynch and Condue- 
tor F. A. Sladé, to their former posi- 
tions. All strikers will return to duty 
immediately. 

G. W. W. Hanger, a member of the 
federal board of mediation and con- 
ciliation, brought about the agreement.

{erating end of the system. About 6,000

Reinstatement of the discharged 
employees with full back pay was the 
only union demand. 

Road Advised to Yield. 

A settlement was reached only after 
Mr. Hanger had suggested to company 
officials that they vield to the demands 
of the men. Arbitration, he declared, 
was impossible.

Within an hour Hanger de- 
cided arbitration was impossible. So 
he drew up an agreement granting the 
demands, obtained Mr. Sims’ signature 
and the strike was declared off a few 
minutes later. 

In a statement issued after the agree- 
ment had been signed Mr. Sims said 
that the company offtcials had yielded 
to serve the best interests of the pub- 
lic. It was the railroad officials who 
originally asked the federal board to 
intercede. 

No violence was reported as a result 
of the strike. Union leaders told the 
men to leave the company’s property 
quietly and they did so.

Chief Beavers falls into the natural error 
of misinterpreting the present widespread 
criticism of the wave of petty thievery 
sweeping the city as a reflection upon the 
capacity and administration of his depart- 
ment. He should welcome and not resent 
the sort of comment that will arouse the 
people of Atlanta to the manner in which 
he is handicapped in protecting their lives 
and property. For the core of the whole 
trouble, as The Constitution has for years 
been trying to convince council and the 
people, is not inability in its police force, 
but disgraceful lack of men and facilities. 
The chief and his men are doing their best. 

We have been struggling along for years 
with a force but little enlarged since At- 
lanta was one-third its present size. With 
the same old disreputable skinflint policy 
visible in other directions, we have prac- 
ticed “economy” by compelling a relative 
corporal’s guard of men to guard an ever- 
increasing territory. Steadily the city has 
grown in population, step by step it has ab- 
sorbed larger boundaries—and the police 
force has remained almost stationary. 

We are today reaping the inevitable 
consequence. When it is possible for six 
women in one day to be targets for as many 
purse-snatchers, it is time to wake up. When 
it is possible, from sheer lack of men to 
supervise and patrol the city, for yeggs 
and hold-ups to make the city their rendez- 
vous and plotting place, it is time to 
strengthen the hands of the chief of police. 
Atlanta might have in that position a man 
with the cunning of Fouche and the ruth- 
lessness of Napoleon. But he would be pow- 
erless against the wave of ‘petty thievery 
unless he had a force reasonably large 
enough to cope with it. 

The chief reasons from a false premise 
when he says that strictures upon the police 
have brought here a host of criminal vul- 
tures. Knowledge upon part of the criminal 
classes that Atlanta is insufficiently policed 
and that pickings here are easy has done 
the work. The reflection rests not upon the 
police of Atianta, who are doing the best 
they can at terrific handicap, but upon the 
parsimony and the short sight of the city. 

Criticism of these conditions is the one 
hope of remedying them, of extricating the 
chief and his men from the ambiguous 
position into which they are now thrust. If 
there were no criticism, the people of At- 
lanta would jump to the conclusion that 
the chief was amply supplied with facilities 
and men. They would then either fight any 
effort to increase the force or make “goats” 
of the men now serving them at so oppres- 
sive a disadvantage. 

Increase the force to Atlanta’s size! 
That is the remedy and the only one. And 
until that is done the city council and the 
people generally will have only themselves 
to blame if the city continues to suffer from 
thieves and yeggmen. 


THE PEON PAYS. 


Beneath the picturesque story of the 
flight of the federal Mexican army from the 
battlefield of Ojinaga into Texas is a strong 
note of pathos, and that is the pathos of the 
peon. For the motley horde that made up 
the host of Mercado was mostly recruited 
from the ranks of the peon, his family and 
his camp-followers. These people trailed 
over the border laden with their scant 
holisehold goods,. frequently one drooping 
burro being sufficient to transport the en- 
tire domestic effects of a large family.

THE GEORGIA BANKERS. 


--Not in many years has there been a more 
remarkable assembling of the banking and 
financial interests of Georgia than that 
which ‘took place in Atlanta yesterday in 
response to the invitation of the Atlanta 
Clearing House association. The meeting 
was given impetus by the presence of mem- 
bers of the Georgia Reserve association and 
the executive council of the Georgia Bank- 
ers’ association. 
bankers of the whole state answered the 
invitation of the Atlanta clearing house is 
indication of the co-operation existing be- 
tween the bankers of this state and the 
alertness of bankers to their duties and 
responsibilities under the new currency 
law. 

Atlanta has witnessed marry conventions 
of state bankers and of national bankers and 
of general deliberative bodies of financiers, 
but nq such meeting as that of yesterday 
was ever held in Georgia before. The larg- 
est and the smallest towns were repre- 
sented. The bankers of Atlanta had issued 
their invitations on the theory that the 
small country banker is, relatively, as im- 
portant a link in the financial chain as the 
banker whose influence stretches over sev- 
eral counties or into surrounding states. 

This meeting will mark an epoch in the 
commercial, industrial and financial history 
of Georgia. In their attitude toward each 
other and in the views they exchanged, the 
dominant financial agencies in Georgia 
showed they were a unit in prophesying a 
high degree of prosperity: under the new 
currency law and in willingness to work 
hand in hand in order that the state at 
large might obtain the best results from it. 
The bankers unanimously and _ enthusias- 
tically went on record as indorsing Atlanta 
as the logical location for the federal re- 
gional reserve bank for the southeast. The 
representative character of the meeting and 
the fact that its various members sustain 
financial relations with every part of the 
southeastern territory give conclusive point 
to the recommendation. 

The address in which United States Sen- 
ator Hoke Smith explained the purposes and 
operation of the new law was both inter- 
esting and valuable. 
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“A FAIR FREE-FOR-ALL.” 


In announcing his candidacy for the 
United States senate Roger C. Sullivan, of 
Illinois, coins a phrase that aptly summarizes 
the friendly and constructive attitude of the 
Wilson administration toward “big  busi- 
ness.” He declares that “the ‘everybody- 
for-himself-and-devil-take-the-hindmost’ poli- 
cy has seen its best days. Life in this coun- 
try is going to be made a fair free-for-all 
race.” 

And that is precisely the policy to which 
President Wilson has committed himself in 
the tentative outline of his forthcoming 
message, already submitted to congressional 
leaders and the public. 

The old unwritten laws under which eco- 
nomic development has attained such pro- 
portions in America could not, under the 
farthest stretch of the imagination, be said 
to have provided a “fair free-for-all.’ Cer- 
tainly the discriminatory tariff laws that 
prevailed until lately did not put all men 
and all industries upon an equal footing. 
The railroad practices of yesterday with 
their rebates and absence of uniformity in 
rates violated the same fundamental stat- 
utes. The ruthless crushing of small com- 
petitors in the industrial world is another 
instance. The concentration of credits in 
the hands of a comparatively few and the 
imposing of arbitrary qualifications as to 
who should and should not obtain credit 
and under what conditions, is another. The 
reasonable terms extended the average busi- 
ness man and the almost prohibitive terms 
extended the farmer in search of credit, is 
still another. [Illustrations could be multi- 
plied almost indefinitely. 

What President Wilson has undertaken 
is nothing destructive, chaotic or malignant. 
He would simply repeal! the artificial regula- 
tions that have gathered as so much fungus 
growth on our business structure and re- 
store those ancient and tried customs that 
place all men upon a plane of approximate 
equality. That is seen in his desire that 
the disturbing “twilight zone” of the Sher- 
man law may be dissipated: interlocking 
directorates made a thing of the past: the 
railroads protected from themselves and the 
demagogue by giving the interstate com- 
merce commission power to supervise the 
issue of stocks and bonds; the prohibition 
of holdings companies; the creation of an 
interstate trade commerce with teeth. 

These various features are not “radical,” 
but are in line of logical evolution. That 
fact is attested in that great business 
interests all over the country are voluntari- 
ly complying with the government program, 
indicating that they recognize its soundness 
and justice. 

By the time the preSsjdent’s pacificatory 
program is completed business and prosper- 
ity will, indeed, to quote his happy phrase, 
be “unleashed” from unjust and confining 
bonds. Equality of commercial opportunity 
will be a genuine entity and not a sounding 
stump epigram. We shall have a “free-for- 
all” rule of business conduct, under which 
there will be no penalty save upon inability, 
or upon lack of industry or honesty.

TRIAL OF ROBERT EMMET. 


Robert Emmet is a name that thrills every 
Irish heart at its mention, as well as every 
lover of personal or national liberty. Ire- 
land was in a fevered state when Emmet 
was a young man at college, Together with 
other young patriots he belonged to a his- 
torical society where they led the political 
feeling toward the popular cause, and Em- 
met was expelled from the university for his 
connection with the association of United 
Irishmen. 

The rising Emmet planned was abortive, 
but it was nevertheless sincere. Heading 
what he thought was a band of ardent, pa- 
triotic followers, an attempt was made to 
seize the arsenal and Dublin Castle. At the 
first volley fired by the troops ordered to 
disperse the mob, it gave way and Emmet'’s 
followers fled in all directions. 

Emmet escaved and was in hiding among 
the Wicklow mountains. A safe opportuni- 
ty offered itself for him to reach the con- 
tinent, but his love for Sarah Curran was 
too strong to allow him to go without a 
farewell visit. He knew the danger of an 
appearance in Dublin, but he took the 
chance. 

Emmet was arrested the moment he reach- 
ed the city and was placed on trial for his 
life. The indictment that was made against 
him consisted of eighteen charges. This in- 
dictment was presented on Wednesday, Sep- 
tember 14, 1803, before a special commission 
held at the Session House, Green street. The 
court then adjourned until Monday, Septem- 
ber 19, when the prisoner was brought be- 
fore the bar. The prosecuting attorney, an 
Irishman named O'Grady, made the opening 
speech to the attorney general and the jury. 
Following this speech, which was long, Mr. 
Joseph Rawlins, an attorney, was sworn and 
examined by the _ solicitor general. This 
witness was followed by many others, and 
when it was asked whether Emmet desir- 
ed to present any witnesses in his defense, 
he replied that, under the circumstances it 
would be useless. 

At the conclusion of the examinations 
Lord Norbug@¥ charged the jury, who, with- 
out quitting the box, returned a verdict of 
guilty. Emmet then being asked by the 
clerk of the crown whether he had anything 
to say why judgment should not be passed 
upon him, he arose and made that memorable 
vindication speech which is so familiar and 
one of the finest examples of its kind in our 
language: 

“My Lords—What have I to say why sen- 
tence of death should not be pronounced on 
me, according to law? I have nothing to say 
that can alter your predetermination, or that 
it would become me to say, with any view to 
the mitigation of that sentence which vou 
are here to pronounce, and which I must 
abide. 

“I wish mv memory and 
mate those who survive me 
down with complacency on 
of that perfidious government 
holds its domination by blasphemy 
Most High. ‘ 

“My lords, you are impatient for the sac- 
rifice. The blood which you seek is not con- 
gealed by the artificial terrors which sur- 
round your victims; it circulates warmly and 
unruffled through the channels which God 
ereated for noble purposes, but which you 
are bent to destroy for purposes so griev- 
ous that they ery to heaven! Iam going to 
my silent grave; my lamp of life is nearly 
extinguished: my race ig run; the grave 
opens to receive me and I sink into its bosom. 

“T have but qne request to ask at my de- 
parture from this world; it is the charity of 
its silence. Let no man write my epitaph, 
for, as no one knowing my motives dares 
now vindicate them, let not prejudice or ig- 
norance asperse them. Let them and me re- 
pose in obscurity and peace, and my tomb 
remain uninscribed until other times and oth- 
er men can do justice to my character. When 
my country shall take her place among the 
nations of the earth—then, and not till then 
—let my epitaph be written.” 

Emmet’s trial was a hasty one. Though 
few were there to plead for him, MacCarthy 
savs: “No advocacy of either men or angels 
could by any possibility have stirred the 
hearts of those in authority for one who 
rebelled against the Union.” 

Emmet was sentenced to death on Sep- 
tember 19, 1803, and the following morning 
he was hanged and according to the brutal] 
custom of the time was then. beheaded. For 
more than a century Robert Emmet’s grave 
has not only awaited its epitaph, but also 
its discovery, for the body has been removed 
to some spot by personal] friends who have 
never revealed its final resting place,

1 cup of sugar, 

1 egg, 

1 teaspoon of vanilla, 

3 teaspoons baking powder, 

4 tablespoons of butter, 

% cup of cold water, 

1% cups of flour, 

2 cups of cranberries. 

Cream the butter and gradually add the 
sugar, beating it until it is very light. Then 
put in the egg, which has also been beaten 
very light, and add the water and the 
flavoring. Mix all together thoroughly. 
Stir in the flour, which should be sifted 
twice with the baking powder. 

Butter a deep pan or bow! and into it 
pour a thin layer of the cake batter and 
then add a layer of the well-washed and 
dried berries. Then add another layer of 
the butter and another of the berries, and 
so on until the entire amount is used up. 
Steam one and one-half hours and serve 
with sauce.

‘A ROMANTIC ORIGIN GIVEN 


THE NAME OF “DIXIE” 


(A few days ago Major Charles W. Hubner sent The Constitution a letter inquir- 


ing as to the origin of the term “Dixie.” 
is a very interesting one.) 


Editor Constitution: “Wht? The South is 
Called Dixie.” On the above subject 
“Moody's Magazine” for December has the 
following to say: 

“A monograph in the ‘London Financial 
of the old Citizens’ 
Bank of Louisiana, at New Orleans, reveals 
the origin of the name ‘Dixie Land’—the 
term applied now to all the southern states 
and preserved in the famous southern war 
song, ‘Dixie.’ Prior to the civil war the 
Citizens’ Bank, having the power to issue 
paper notes, issued several millions of bills 
in denominations of $10 and $20, but pref- 
erably $10. The $10 bills were engraved in 
French with the French word Dix featured 
on their backs. The bills became known as 
‘Dixies,’ and this money becoming popular, 
Louisiana was referred to as ‘The Land of 
the Dixies,’ or ‘Dixie Land.” Eventually the 
term was so broadened as to apply to all 
the southern states. 

“This Citizens’ Bank had a romantic and 
picturesque career, peculiarity linked with 
the financial and politicatr history of the 
south. It was organized in 1833, ceasing its 
existence on January 30, 1911, when the 
present Citizens’ Bank & Trust company was 
formed to take its place. As early as 1836 
the bank’s credit throughout the world was 
so good that it sold an issue of $3,000,000 
of its bonds to the banking house of Hope 
and company, Amsterdam, Holland. The 
bank was considered by the government at 
the end of 1837 as the strongest in the south

and consequently suffered a long 
run of vicissitudes from which it emerged 
successfully. When General Butler took 
charge of New Orleans he Issued orders to 
the bank to turn over to him all money and 
property in its possession belonging to any 
one who had aided the Confederacy. The 
bank paid $215,820 to him under the order. 
Later, at Butler's. dictation, a further sum 
of $306,400 was contributed to the city. 
After this an additional sum of $37,000 was 
paid to Butler: then to General Banks, at 
Butler's dictation, $55,477. and later $111,485. 
On January 15, 1866, on General Canbys 
order, the bank turned over $1,000,000 in 
securities and charged them to profit and 
loss. In addition to these forced contribs 
tions, the Citizens’ Bank gave to the Con- 
federacy $250,000 April 15, 1861, loaned the 
Confederacy $325,000 in coin January 7, 1862, 
and paid the pay rolls of some divistons of 
the Confederate army to a total of $50,000. 
Yet the bank withstood all these losses and 
outlived it, sold charter and gave up only 
when the authorities would not renew its 
charter on account of the usually liberal 
features of this instrument.”

Under the Georgia law, a judge has the 
authority to change the venue upon his own 
motion in such and the judge of the 
district in which the crime was committed 
promptly changed the venue to Fulton 
county, of which Atlanta is the county seat. 

These negroes have been tried. They 
were defended by able counsel, and all their 
rights were observed. The jury convicted 
them and they were sentenced to death. 
Thus the majesty of the law has been vin- 
dicated and the honor of the state has been 
maintained. Thus the virtue of the venue- 
changing statute of Georgia has been vindi- 
cated again, as it was not long ago in an- 
other district. 

In the latter case, a woman had been as- 
saulted and a suspect was carried before her 
for identification, and in the excitement un- 
der which she labored she identified the man 
as her assailant. Both the judge and the 
sheriff had their doubts, and the prisoner 
was rushed to Atlanta for safekeeping. A 
few days later, the victim of the assault was 
taken to Atlanta to look at the prisoner 
again. This time she fully exonerated him, 
and later positively identified another man, 
who was in due course tried and hanged for 
the crime. 

But for the venue-changing statute an 
innocent man would have been lIynched for 
this crime and the guilty man would have 
escaped.

Prison Commission Ap- 
points Convict Wardens, 
County Boards Pay Them. 
Hence Constant Friction. 


Every one has heard of the famous 
conflict in English history between 
king and parliament over the power 
ef the purse, which ended finally with 
one unfortunate king’s losing his head. 
But even this age-long controversy 
vields nothing in interest to the pe- 
-iodical strife which goes on between 
the state prison commission and the 
hoards of county commissioners of 
some of the counties. 

The latest development in these pe- 

niel squabbles was brought to the 
attention of the commission Monday 
when notice was received that one of 
the guards of the Floyd county convic 
camp, who had been fired by the coun- 
ty warden, backed up by the prison 
commission, had been put back on the 
job by the Floyd county board of com- 
missioners. 

The guard in question, it is claimed, 
had negligently left his gun where the 
convicts could have secured posses- 
sion of it. He repeated this offense 
several times, it is said; notwithstand- 
ing the warning received from the 
warden, who at last discharged him. 


How Fiction Arises. 


Most of the friction between the 
county boards and the prison commis- 
sion comes about in this way. The 
wardens of the county camps, as well 
as the physicians and the subordinate 
employees, receive their places from 
the prison Commission and are respon- 
sible to that body for the proper per- 
formance of their duties. But their 
salaries are paid by the county com- 
missioners, and it is to these that they 
must look for the means of subsist- 
ence. 

Not long ago the county board of 
Walton county became i disgruntled 
with the county warden, H. K. Hens- 
ler, and asked the prison commission 
to remove him. Feeling that Hensler 
was one of the best men in charge of 
convicts, as well as one of the best 
road men in the state, the commission 
declined to remove him. The board of 
county commissioners promptly met 
and fixed his salary at $10 per month, 
when he found it necessary, of course, 
to resign. 

Since that time Mr. Hensler has re- 
ceived better positions, first as warden 
of the convicts of DeKalb county and 
“Yater of Newton, which last position 
he still retains. 


Salary Cut to 85 a Month. 


In Lowndes county the board of 
county commissioners were not pleased 
with the convict camp physician. 
However, as the prison board backed 
him up, they could not dismiss him. 
So they met and fixed his salary at $5 
@ month, which amounted to the same 
thing as if he had been discharged. 

Chairman R. E. Davison, of the 
prison commission, thinks that the law 
is defective and should be amended so 
as to eliminate all possibility of fric- 
tion between the state board and the 
county officials. 

“The law has placed upon our board 
responsibility for the care of the con- 
victs throughout the. state,” said Cap- 
tain Davison, ‘“‘and it necessarily fol- 
lows that we should have the appoint- 
ment of the various wardens and that 
-they should be responsible to our 
board. While the law has given us 
this power, the boards of county com- 
missioners have found little difficulty 
in nullifying the law by withholding 

aries or reducing them to purely 
nominal sums. The state law should 
fix the amount of these men’s sgala- 
ries, a minimum amount as well as 
a maximum, so that it would be im- 
possible for county boards to 
change it.”

TEAM TRACKS OPENED 
T0 GENERAL PUBLIC 


R. R. Commission Fixes Com- 
pensation at $2 a Car Plus 
Usual Switching Charges. 


Following an order issued some time 
ago by the Michigan railroad commis- 
sion, the railroad commission of Geor- 
gia has just amended one of its freight 
rules so as to require common Ccar- 
riers to transfer loaded cars to and 
from any public team track, when des- 
tined for or received from a connect- 
ing carrier. A charge of $2 per car, 
in addition to the regular switching 
charge, will be allowed for such trans- 
fer. The amended rule is made effect- 
ive March 1, 

This ruling, it is believed, will end 
the well-known “team track’ contro- 
versy which has been pending before 
the commission for two years, and will 
prove a great convenience to shippers. 

Inasmuch as the supreme court of 
the United States has just handed 
down a decision backing up the posi- 
tion taken by the Michigan commission, 
members of the Georgia commission 
feel that their rule will be able to 
withstand any attack on its validity 
from a legal standpoint. 

At every important terminal each 
railroad has certain tracks set aside 
for the use of its own patrons in load- 
ing and unloading carload lots of 
freight. The carriers have contended 
that these team tracks are anaiogous 
to their freight depots through which 


| less than carload lots of freight are 


handled, and, therefore, should not be 
open to shippers over another road for 
the convenient placing of cars to be 
loaded or unloaded, the road owning 
not having received a regular line 
transportation of the goods. 

The opening of team tracks to 
eral use by the shipping public 
prove a great convenience. The rail- 
road commission Delieves it has pre- 
scribed a just and reasonable rate of 
compensation in the charges allowed 
in its new rules, and in so doing has 
met the condition laid down by the su- 
preme court, that fair compensation 
for the use of the team tracks of one 
carrier by a connecting carrier should 
be allowed.

ENFORCE THE LAW. 
URGES DR. DUIBOSE 


Locker Clubs Assailed: in 
Sensational Communication 


Enforcement Committee. 


The first attack on Atlanta's locker 
clubs was made in council yesterday 
when the Law Enforcement cominittee, 
through H. M. DuBose, chairman, sent 
a sensational communication urging a 
strict enforcement of city ordinances 
and state liquor laws in 1914. 

The communication was sent to the 
police committee. Chairman A, R. Col- 
cord stated yesterday that the commit- 
tee will be called to meet same time 
during the week. He denied that the 
meeting will be called particularly for 
the purpose of t&king up the Law En- 
forcement committee communication. 

It is charged in thé communication 
that “a law solemnly enacted by the 
commonwealth is being contemptuously 
fluted and systematically violated by a 
confraternity of men who regard them- 
selves as superior to the law.” 

Urges Enforcement of Law. 

The committee demands that no 
locker club be licensed in 1914 unless 
it fully complies with the law, and 
that no-licenses be granted to clubs 
convicted of violating either the state 
or city laws. The committee also de- 
mands that some action be, taken so 
that a violation of the law will act as 
a revocation of licenses. 

Members of council made no 
ment on the communication.

PRESIDENTS POWE 
GREATER THAN KING 


Hooper Alexander Tells 
‘How Federal Government 
Has Secured Complete 
Control of the People. 


That the UWnited States has become 
the most powerful nation on earth in 
its sovereignty and control over the 
own people, through the gradual cen- 
tralization of power in the federal gov- 
ernment at Washington, was the strik- 
ing statement made by United States 
District Attorney Hooper Alexander as 
the climax of an address he delivered 
Monday afternoon at the Robert E. Lee 
exercises held in the Atlanta Law 
school. 

“The kine of England is an obscure 
puppet compared with the president of 
the United States and the power now 
vested in his hands,’ said Mr. Alexan- 
der. ‘Neither the emperor of Germany 
nor the czar of Russia can exert such 
far-reaching power over his realm as 
congress does over the people of Amer- 
ica today. In fact, there is no nation 
on the globe in which the central gov- 
ernment has acquired such power and 
dominion over its subjects as our fed- 
eral government now possesses.” 

The district attorney, together with 
Hamilton Douglas, dean of the Atlanta 
Law school, spoke Monday before the 
seventy-five young men who are stu- 
dents at the school in eulogy of Gen- 
eral Robert E. Lee, both as patriot and 
gentleman. The exercises were in com- 
memoration of Lee’s birthday—Janu- 
ary 19—the usual recitations being 
suspended for the day. 

War Only a Part of Plot. 


Taking as the main theme of his ad- 
dress the causes of secession and the 
principles for which the north and 
south respectively fought, Mr. Alexan- 
|} der declared that the original issue of 
‘states’ rights’ was lest sight of in 
the discussion which arose over slav- 
ery. He said that partisan feeling in- 
tensified the differencés and made the 
people of the north forget the legality 
of the states’ rights argument which 
was the main contention of the south. 

He charged that the declaration of 
war by the north, in refusing to let the 
South secede, was merely a part of a 
Sigantic plot by politicians in power, 
who knew that in the reconstruction 
following the war the economic laws 
of the nation would be in their power 
and who, with others, plotted to mold 
the laws during this period so as to 
give capital a strangle-hold upon the 
people of the country. How well their 
scheme succeeded was demonstrated by 
the fourteenth amendment to the con- 
stitution and the other epoch-making 
laws passed during the reconstruction, 
which paved the way for the intense 
centralization of power in the federal 
government and the strongholds occu- 
pied by capital now, said Mr. Alexan- 
der. 

Lee Divine in. Defeat. 

Hamilton Douglas, in his address di- 
rectly following the district attorney, 
paid glowing tribute to Lee as ‘the 
hero of Appomattox, matchless in 
strategy, temperate Mm Victory and di- 
vine in defeat.’’ 

“Though faced with tremendous odds 
and the highest military skill, Lee was 
never out-generaled in strategy,” said 
Mr. Douglas. “Though advancing in 
years, full of vigor from a well-spent 
life, he never did miscalculate toward 
the end in the game of war, as did 
the great Napoleon,..degenerated by 
luxury. “> 

“But great as was Lee in battle, in 
all other relations that he bore to man 
and God he was infinitely gregter. He 
stands uniquely out in history as com- 
bining magnificent military ability with 
utmost courtesy and tenderness, as 
blending military genius with incor- 
ruptible integrity and every trait that 
marks the ideal moral hero, the superb 
Christian gentleman.”

“The reserve of national banks, from 
this time on, when not located in re- 
serve cities, are fixed at 12 per cent of 
their demand deposits and 5 per cent 
of their time deposits. Four-tweilfths 
of this reserve permanently will be re- 
tained in the valuts of the home bank; 
five-twelfths in the reserve bank of 
the district and three-twelfths in its 
own vaults, or in ene vaults of the 
federal reserve bank, according to the 
preference of the home. bank. 

“A reserve board of seven located in 
Washington will have general super- 
vision over the reserve banks. Each 
federal reserve bank will be controlled 
by nine directors, six of whom will be 
elected by the member banks, stock- 
holders in the particular federal bank, 
and three appointed by the reserve 
board. Two of those appointed by the 
reserve board must be skilled in bank- 
ing. Three of those selected by mem- 
ber banks can be chosen by them 
without limitation. The other three 
chosen by member banks must be en- 
gaged in commerce, agriculture or 
some other industrial pursuit in their’ 
respective districts and cannot be of- 
ficers, directors or employees of banks. 

“The federal reserve banks can only 
do business with member banks and 
with other federal reserve banks. 

“Bach federal reserve bank will have 
available to meet the money or cur- 
rency wants of the member banks of 
its district: the capital stock paid in 
by the member banks, the reserve of 
member banks on deposit with it, and 
such funds from time to time as the 
treasury of the United States, in co- 
operation with the reserve board, may 
deposit with it. Latitude of deposit has 
been given to the secretary of the 
treasury that the surplus funds of the 
government may be placed in that dis- 
trict in which at the time they may 
be most needed. 

“The reserve board can permit, or by 
‘vote of five of the seven members, re-

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Macon Man Kills Wife and 


A 


Macon, Ga., January 19.—(Special.)— 
Returning to his home, No. 3 Hill park, 
adjoining the Whittle school, this 
morning at 11 o’clock, Joe McWhorter, 
until recently proprietor of the “Old 
Seventy-Six saloon,” wentto a bedroom 
where Mrs. McWhorter was doing 
some cleaning, shot her through the 
heart and then turned the weapon on 
himself, firing two bullets through his 
own breast. Mrs. McWhorter fell to 
the floor dead and the body of her hus- 
band fell directly across her lifeless 
form. Both apparently died instantly. 
._ It was a few minutes before i1 
o'clock when McWhorter came home 
after spending a couple of hours down 
town. After he had entered the house 
his little 12-year-old daughter, Edith, 
ran across the street to the home of a 
neighbor, screaming at the top of her 
voice, “Come, quick; papa has locked 
mama in a room and is going to kill 
her.” 

About the same time 
shots were heard, but when several of 
the neighbors reached the house they 
were wnable to gain entrance to the 
room. A riot call brought a number of 
policemen, who found another door to 
the room that was not locked, and 
when they entered a ghastly sight met 
their eyes. The head of the husband 
lay on the blood-soaked breast of his 
wife, and by his side lay a 32-caliber 
pistol.

Had Made Threats. 

For three weeks the McWhorters are 
said to have been at outs, it being said 
that McWhorter had threatened to kill 
his wife because she would not give 
him a deed to 400 acres of land located 
near Oglethorpe, which he had previ- 
ously made over to her. Mrs. Mc- 
Whorter was preparing to sue for di- 
vorce, and when McWhorter went down 
town this morning it was thought he 
was going for the purpose of seeing a 
lawyer about his wife’s contemplated 
suit.

Co-operation Assured. 


“Thus we have an organized co-oper- 
ation between the banks of the country 
for the mobilization of the. surplus 
money and currency of the country 
with @, general board of supervision 
free from any interest whatever in any 
bank given the power to control the 
federal reserve banks and to compel a 
mobilization in the public interest. 

‘In addition to this at each federal 
reserve bank there will be stationed a 
federal reserve agent. Through this 
federal reserve agent, under the rules 

rescribed by the reserve board, the 
ederal reserve banks can rediscount 
paper and obtain fedéral reserve notes 
these notes being new issues intended 
to make it possible temporarily to ex- 
pand and contract currency. This 
feature of the bill is similar to the 
provisions under which the Bank of 
Germany. the Bank of France and the 
Bank of England enlarge and contract 
théir paper currency to meet special 
needs in their respective countries. It 
is from this source that each bank 
properly managed, which has loaned 
the money of its-depositors on good 
paper to solvent debtors, has the oppor- 
tunity of rediscount with the reserve 
bank to meet anys emergency and to 
prevent the possibility of a disastrous 
run upon a bank. 

“After the expense of each federal 
bank has been paid the stockholders 
are to receive an annual cumulative 
dividend of 6 per cent on the paid in 
capital. After the payment of this 
dividend, the net earnings are to be 
paid to the United States as a fran- 
chise tax, except that one-half of the 
net earnings above the 6 per cent divi- 
dend are to be put into a surplus fund 
until it shall amount to 40 per cent 
of the paid in capital stock of such 
bank. 

“Ordinary discounts by member 
banks with the federal reserve banks 
are limited to paper with a maturity 
at the time of discount of not more 
than 90 daya 
, “It _is, however, provided that paper 
issued for agricultural purposes, hav- 
ing a maturity of not exceeding six 
months, may De discounted in amount 
proportioned to the capital of the fed- 
eral reserve bank, to be fixed by the 
federal reserve board. 

“It is also provided that a member 
bank not located in a central reserve 
city may make loans secured by farm 
lands for a time not longer than five 
years and for an amount not exceeding 
20 per cent of the actual value of the 
property and for an amount not to ex- 
ceed 25 per cent of the capital and 
surplus, or one-third of the time de- 
posits, of such bank making the loans.” 


CLAIMS OF CHICAGO

Chicago, January 19.—That bankers 
in the middle western states regard it 
as settled in advance that one of the 
regional reserve banks to be establish- 
ed by the government will be at Chica- 
gO, was made evident here today at the 
hearing before Secretary of the Treas- 
ury McAdoo and Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Houston.

To All Lovers of Good Comedy

“Peg o' My Heart” is just about the 
most delightful Comedy one can imag- 


ine. I do not recail a play of recent 
years which is comparable to it. It 
strikes a brand-new note in playwrit- 
ing. No one that I recall has done 
anything quite so clever. We have 
seen countless American girls trans- 
planted to British shores—girls who 
caused us to feel more or less proud 
of them for the skill with which they 
handled themselves under trying situ- 
ations. But thus far there has been 
but one Peg. She is by no means a 
rare type. She is to be found in all 
the large northern cities. Child of 
Irish father, whose spirit cries out for 
the woes of his native land, she also 
of us and part of us. Such a creature 
was Peg—her father’s own child, proud 
of him and glorying in his poverty and 
his patriotism, full of the joy of youth 
and the zest of living; bubbling over 
with life, warm of heart and full of 
the humor of her father’s race, scorn- 
ful of conventions— 

Such was Peg. Into the formal 
home of English relatives she comes 
at a time when her coming is only 
welcome because her aunt has lost her 
fortune and would be penniless but for 
a provision of her brother’s will that 
she receive a sum of money yearly for 
educating Peg. The girl is like some 
rarely beautiful exotic in the midst of 
the artificialities which surround her. 
She refuses to take color from her 
surroundings. The Celt is too strong 
in her blood. She remains Peg—raé#i- 
ant and untouched of the world. And 
she makes others love her without the 
slightest art or artifice. 

But in my enthusiasm for one sin- 
gle. character I am rushing forward 
all but forgetful of the fact that Peg 
is but one of many in a play, and that 
the play itself delighted one of the 
largest audiences of the season at the 
Atlanta theater last night. Not only 
was the audience large, it was bril- 
liant. Evening clothes were the rule. 
Members of the Rotary club and their 
wives’ and sweethearts occupied the 
center of the house. Each lady in the 
party wore American Beauty roses. 
The fragrance of the flowers and the 
touch of color they lent to the house 
added to the attractiveness of the oc- 
casion. The audience must have been 
an inspiration. 

I have hinted in the vaguest of ways 
at the general character of “Peg o’ My 
Heart.” Perhaps if you are not fa- 
miliar with the story it is just as well 
to essay no further description. De- 
tails would only detract from the 
pleaure of watching the play unfold. 
And then, too, there is very little to 
tell. The charm of the play is its at- 
mosphere and the skillful drawing of 
the characters, each of which has been 
done with a touch that is deft but 
none the less sure and convincing. 
They are very real people, these char- 
acters, and few of them are out of 
drawing. Through the three acts you 
feel very much as if you were living 
in the atmosphere of English folk of 
the better type 

“Peg o’ My Heart” is admirably pre- 
sented. Not a character but is given 


its full value. Several are amazingly 
clever. Naturally, interest cénters on 
the portrayal of Peg by Miss Blanche 
Hall. She invests the part with a rare 
degree of sincerity. Her velvety Irish 
brogue is a constant delight. Ruth 
Garland, as the formal English gir] 
who forgets she has a heart and is on 
the point of forgetting her honor, does 
a splendid bit of acting. Vivian Gil- 
bert, the spoiled son of his conven- 
tional mother, is extremely amusing. 
He does the best “sweet boy” charac- 
ter I recall having seen in years. Other 
members of the cast are equally ca- 
pable.

released. The city of Macon appealed 
to the supreme court of the United 
States, the witness said, which held 
that the district court was without ju- 
risdiction. Jemison was then replaced 
on the chaingang of Macon, and was 
again released by order of Judge Speer, 
who cited the city attorney, superin- 
tendent of public works and chief of 
police for contempt. The case is still 
pending, he asserted. 

The defense read from a decision of 
the supreme court of Georgia, holding 
that in a case said to be similar it 
had been held that a city recorder is 
without authority to sentence a pris- 
oner for more than three months, de- 
priving him of the right of trial by 
jury. The witness admitted that, in 
his opinion, had the Jemison case been 
carried to the supreme court of Geor- 
gia, it would have been reversed. 

Chairman Webb, after the cross-ex- 
amination. of the witness had con- 
tinued for some minutes, stated to 
counsel- for the defense that the prin* 
cipal question at issue was whether or 
not Judge Speer had violated a man- 
date of the supreme court of the United 
States, and requested that the exami- 
nation be conducted along this line. 

Owing to the absence of a witness, 
the committee adjourned at 11:30 until 
2:30 o'clock. 

The hearing was resumed at 2:30 
o'clock. Former Chief of Police Gran- 
ville Conner testified to having been 
cited for contempt before Judge Speer, 
following the rearrest of Jemison by 
city authorities. 


Morgan Called to Stand. 


Cecil Morgan, deputy clerk of the 
United States court, at Macon, a broth- 
er-in-law of Judge Speer, called to the 
stand, gave data relative to the Jemi- 
son habeas corpus case. 

Mr. Morgan, when questioned re- 
garding the mandate of the supreme 
court of the United States, in the Jemi- 
son case, stated that it was received in 
his office on November 24, 1905, and 
was made a judgment of the United 
States court for the southern district 
of Georgia, in open court, on June §&,
